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The firſt ſort is called a 6:lter. 


His G:!ter is one that hath all ſorts of Picklocks and 
falſe Keys to open any Locks both of Dores, Cheſts , 
Trunks and the like, Thcre are ſeveral forts that do 
creep tothele ſori of Thieves, as the Budge, the Ziitey, 
and the private Thieves, as when they fee any locking up of 
moneys and they cannot get at tt, thenthey go to one of theſc 
G:lters, and tell him that they know where he can get a prize 
if he will be real co them, whereupon he will ſwear that he 
will be as honeſt as Eefter Newmars wife, and fo thele G:lters 
are ſeldome out of imployment, but the beſt Intormers are the 
| private Thieves which ſhall be diſcovered in order. 
| The way to prevent theſe Gilters , is to be carctul that you 
| let not any ſee your Cheſt, Trunk, or Boxes where your Trea- 
| ſure is, opened, nor ſee you put any thing into them, for oper- 
tanity makes thieves, and in ſo doing you will prevent the pri- 
vate Thief, who gives notice to the Gilter where he may get 
theprize ; the Gilter very ſeldome goes but where he hatch 
{ome notice. Secondly be ſure you keep your outward door 
well bolted, and then he is prevented entring into your houſe, 
for he goes only with Picklocks. 


The manner of thoſe that go upon the Mill, which are called 
Houſe-Breakers. 


| The ſecond fort of theives are thoſe thar go upon the 1711, 
which are houſe-breakers, they are the moſt dangerous of all 
ſorts, ti:cy havean inſtrument made abour half a yard long, 
| andalmoias long over, which they call a Betty, which being 
chopt under a door, with a little help, it will make it fly = 
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the hinges. There ſeldome gocs Icis then three or four in at 
2a"g of theſe, and very ſeldome bur where they are informed 
by tne private Thieves: When they enter , they carry in one 
hand a dark Gl, and in the other a Pller, which is a dark 
Lanthornand a Piſtol, ſo they truck up the dancers, which is 
run vp ſtairs and bindall inthe houle , and ſome they gago, 
which they call faget and ftorm, 10 having made all (ure, they 
rite t];e ouſe for yellow-boyes and pieces of white, wich is 
Gold and Silver, and it they find none, they take the beſt bul- 
leroyes or Lutrryes they can find and pike off with them. 


Toprevent theſe that go uponthe Mill, 


You muſt be ſure to keep your door well bolted, but let your 
bolts be co bolte at the topp of your door, for it it be bolted ar 
the top, it will break the torce of the Betty, fo that they cannor 
open the dcre with all the ſtrength they can, Secondly put a 
Plate over your hinges and it will do much good for the pre. 
venting of them, ſome may think tharthis is needleſs, bur ler 
them try it, and they will and 1c the beſt way to prevent thoſe 
that go upon the Mull.

The third ſort of Thieves which are called G/afiers, are the 
right quarrel-pickers, they are a fort of cowardly thieves, they 
cake out a pane of glaſs, and ſo go tnat the window, and iake 
what {tands next them , and give it to one that ſtayes withour 
to give him a watchword it there be any diſcovery, burif 
there be none, he will not ſtay log, for he 15 very feartul of the 
leaſt noiſe that is, ſo having got out, he makes all rhe haſt a.

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The way to prevent theſe Glaſcers or window-creepers, 

Is to have ſhutters to yuur wi'dows, for he will not venter

The fourth and fift ſort  @ Budge and Snudge. 

A Budge a1d Srudge commonly go together, a Budge is one 
that goes loytering up and down tte (ircet, till he can find 
fomevodics door open, then he runs in boldly, and if he be {cen 
by any body, hecraves pardon tor being ſo bold, and ſayes ti at 
he i; miſtaken in the houſe , and asks tor ſomebody that lives 
nex: door, or ſomebody that atd live there before, but if there 
be no body in the houſe, then they are ſo bold totake whar 
ſtands next them and gives it to his Snudge, who ſnudges away 
with it ro his tencing cins who buyes it for a ſmall maiter, fo 
they fit down and ——_ till chey have ſpent it, according to 
the old Proverb, eaſ:ly cnt, eaſily go , ſo they pleaſe themſelves

The ſixt and ſeventh ſort of Thetves which ts a File azd a Bulk 
A File is a Pickpocket, a Belk 15 his came-Rogue, who goes 
2lwaies with the File, for hecan do nothing without the F:le, 
therefore he is ſubje& to the File, and muſt do what the Fle 
would have have him, ſothat the poor Bulk 15 beaten many 
times, for the File doth cauſe rhe Bulk ro quarrel and fight, bur 
he is not one thats to par: them, tor while they are a fighting he 
is buſy in picking their pockets that ſtands to ſee them fight, or 
g0 about to part them : ſo having got what he can away he goes 
and leaves rhe Bulk tro come off as well as hecan. He ſe]dome 
goes to (Church, if he do, it is not to pray, but to watch his rime 
ro pick their pockets, as common]y they make more haſt out of 
Church, then to Church, which they find to their ſorrow. To 
prevent the Fle, keep out of a croud, and when your joſled by 
any inthe ſtrect, be very careful of them that are on the other 
fide of you and mind not them that joſle you for the F:le will ne- 
ver joſle you.
